London, Nov. 8. — Tho Knglish clergy, 
as a rulo, begin to fuel some alarm nvor 
tlie question of church disestablishiiiont 
and tiro preaching against, it, very vvitlaly. 
'J3io scheme of Gladstone to disestablish 
the Wolsli church is regarded aa a remote 
attack upon their own venerable institu- 
tion, nn assault upon tho outposts of thi 
main citadel of which they act as guar 
dians anil defenders. Sonic clergy, in 
spunking of the matter, feel that tlie first 
attempt would be to take away the endow 
ment of the church iu Wales. Prominent 
churchmen referred to the fact thai an 
agreement would bo based upon the 
church being in the minority there, 
"But," said he, "that argument would 
hardly stand now, as lately the We 
church lias been gaining ground very 
largely, and is still rapidly regaining 
ground. It now probably contains forfcy 
percent, of tho population and if it in 
creases at this rate church establishment 
can hardly be called a failure. The trou- 
ble is," continued* he, "comparatively few 
men hold large livings in the church, 
while the poor vicars and numerous 
curates are obliged to exist on next to 
nothing. This is what hurts the endow- 
ment system. I think that there can lie a 
very radical change made in this particu- 
lar niattei and perhaps in some other 
directions. The church is passing through 
a period of apathy, and before long she 
will be called upon to give an account to 
the nation why she should keep the place 
which for centuries has been assigned to 
her. That the attack will be determined 
and prolonged, and that it will to a large 
extent, move on other lines than consider- 
ation for the rights of property or interest 
of the nation is probable enough. There 
are two imperative things to be done, 
.me immediately, the other must be ef- 
fected gradually. The first is a fairer ap- 
portionment of the churches endowment 
from the state, that men may see a more 
just spirit toward each other actual itig 
men who are working together for the 
same cause. The second is, the clergy 
must see that their Master's work is better 
performed. This is rock upon which all 
church defence must stand. Let these 
two actions be taken and you will lind 
disestablishment far from us and all agita- 
tion of it will cease." 

An Absurd Aries I.

MUIR THE (,'ONOUEKOR. 

'I'd the EniTolt: 1 notice in a late 
issue of your paper, .1. N. Muir has bold- 
ly stated what he had placed upon the 
blackboard of the High School. He 
enumerates them, and gives their titles, 
as woll as the letters addressed lo him 
from the secretary of the trustee board, 
and states in his ci miuunication,"lf these 
ridicule the trustees it is because they are 
ashamed of their own acts. " What does 
ho mean — that the trustees placed them on 
the blackboard. Surely not ! And ho 
(Muir) concludes, by saying, "Thai they 
ought to be ashamed of themselves." 

Well, 1 have endeavored all through Iu 
understand by J. N. Muir's correspon- 
dence tho idea he intends tho reader to 
grasp, and J have yet to learn the sense 
or meaning of the greater portion of his 
correspondence. I can conceive one 
thought which pervades his letters anil 
that seems his whole ambition, viz., that, 
is to conquer, and evidently he believes 
he was born to be a conqueror. I believe 
the evidence he gave before the police 
magistrate was sufficient to convince any- 
one, he had a strong determi- 
nation lo conquer. This was ful- 
ly borne out by his testimony 
given before the Trustee board at their 
meeting of investigation. He then boldly 
asserted that he never gave up until he 
conquered. In the ease of the boy Mc- 
Dowell, ho lashed him not for live or ten 
miliutes, but fifteen minutes. This, of 
course, surprised the trustees and natur- 
ally led to further enquiry, which brought 
forth strange desire of the man's mind on 
the Bubject of conquering. In reply to 
[uestions asked by the members of tin- 
Trustees the following are some of the 
mswers given by J. X. Muir on the ques- 
tion of punishment, 'fhe answers ,-ue 
from memory but are about correct : 

Que. — How do you conduct the punish- 
ment of scholars? Ans. I closet myself 
in a room with the scholar and never give 
up punishing until 1 "conquer. " 

Quo. -What is the longest time you 
have whipped scholars? Ans. I have | 
lashed them forty (40) minutes at a Lime, j 

Que. — Would the whipping be continu- | 
ous? Ans. —Sometimes 1 would take a j 
short rest, or havd a drink, and then I ! 
would go at it again. 

Quo. -How long did you lash the boy 
McDowell? Ans.- -I whipped him for Sf- 
teen (15) minutes. 

Quo. -What did you use? Ans. A 
leather strap used for that purpose. 

Que. Was the whipping continuous? 
Ans.- -No; I had a drink and he took a 
drink also, and then 1 went at it again; 
Lhe whipping was fifteen minutes by my 
watch. 

Que. Did you conquer the boy / Ans. 
-I never give up until I "conquer. " 

Que. — How would you tell when a boy 
was conquered.' Ans. — I would tell much 
in the same way as a medical man would 
judge of his patient when giving chloro- 
form. The physician would feel his pulse 
(putting his linger over Ins wrist to de- 
monstrate the mode of procedure) and 
would gttage according to the condition of 
the heart, if it wore weak and (lagging 
would desist. .So 1 do the stone in whip- 
ping. 

Que. — Did you feel the pulse of young 
McDowell? Ans. — No; but 1 knew he 
was conquered. 

And so the questions went on until t he- 
trustees were disgusted. 1 would ask any 
of your intelligent readers to judge this man 
by his own evidence, and who can say that 
such a man was tit to be principal or 
teacher in any school. When we take 
into account that in any of our peniten- 
tiaries or bouses of correction forty lashes 
are considered extreme punishment for 
crime, and can be given in as many 
seconds. How could the trustees for a 
moment retain such a man as teacher in 
our schools I As 1 have stated the pun- 
ishment in prisons never exceeds live 
minutes. Hero we have a man who open 
ly boasts of thrashing a boy forty minutes. 
Such, then, is the character of the "chief 
that was locked out of the High School. 
This same individual has been allowed 
unusual liberty at tbe hand of the press iu 
heaping calumny upon the members of 
the school board. Considering the some- 
what strange manner of the man, the 
trustees have no doubt allowed him his 
own way, until his .statements had to be 
challenged by Mr. Walker, the secretary 
of the board. 

I would suggest to the trustees to let 
him go on, .and believing as he does that 
he is a prince, i. . he likened himself to in 
one of his letters, who shall yet •'con 
quer." Such an idea may satisfy bis 
earnest desire and allay that fear which 
serves to haunt him continually that .Mr. 
Muir will be conquered. I would suggest 
in conclusion that henceforth let this man 
be known as "Muir, the Conqueror, " in- 
still more appropriate, "the brave chiel 
that parts his hair in the middle.'

A BOLD SCHEME. 

In v iew of the recent "Philip Sabin" 
disclosures in this ofty tho narration of the 
latest Parisian sensation may not. prove 
uninteresting. It was the arrest of a 
quack doctor, a chemist, and two or three 
other persons who had cheated three 
Scotch insurance companies out of the 
bagatelleof guO,000. Novelists and play- 
wrights who are in search of material for 
an interesting book or drama should read 
nil the details of this Castehian case, of 
which this is only an outline. A Gorman 
baron and naturalized American named 
Carl von Schouror, went to Paris some 
eight years ago from London, where he 
had abandoned his wife, and engaged 
board at a pension for himself and mis- 
tress. Julienne Bakfalula. At this board- 
ing-houeo he became acquainted with a 
quack doctor named Castelnan, and the 
tun concocted the plan to swindle the in- 
surance companies. Scheurer went to 
London in the spring of 1883, effected the 
insurance on liis life in favor of his mis- 
tress and returned to Paris. Shortly 
afterwards Dr. Castelnan hired a cottage 
at Meudon and was there joined by Sche- 
urer and Mile Bakfalula. The Herman 
soon disappeared and was replaced by a 
man in the last stages of consumption, 
Carl (Slockner, who had been induced by 
the phamiacien Martinet to leave Paris on 
the pica that Dr. Castelnan had discovered 
a sure remedy for his disease and asked 
nothing bettor than to try its properties 
on him ijratLi. In November of that year 
the consumptive died and was buried un- 
der the name of Carl von Scheurer. Juli- 
eiline Bakfalula lost no time in putting up 
a wooden cross to the departed, "regret- 
ted by all his family," and in notifying 
the insurance companies that Scheurer 
was dead. An inspector went to Meudon 
and made the usual inquiries. Dr. Castel- 
nau, the servant, Mile. Bakfalula and the 
physician who atte ided the consumptive 
swore before the English consul that 
Scheurer had died at Meudon on Novem- 
ber 20th, 1883. Consequently the com- 
panies paid, in .January, 1884, the amount 
of insurance to Mile. Bakfalula, who gave 
.s:>,000 to the chemist for himself and Dr. 
Castelnan. Then she quitted Meudon to 
rejoin the Baron, and at the present mo- 
ment the whereabouts of these two inter- 
esting persons are unknown. The arrest 
of Dr, Castelnan has t brown the radical 
Socialists into consternation. The doctor 
was a frequenter of their meetings and 
often advocated their theories from the 
platform, lie was, besides the "Scientific" 
editor of Rochefort's Intnmxitjeaut, and 
his arrest has annoyed the witty but 
thoughtless chnmufueitr, this pure of 
the pines, win. is always pitching into 
everybody. Ilocheforl permitted Custle- 
uau, who never h id a diploma, to insult 
Pasteur and ridicule his theories and to 
indulge in a loi of medico-sociological 
rubhis.li that was the laughing stock of 
the paper. Rochefort's randeeille political 
articles furnish all the humorous food 
his readers care for. Castle nan is seventy- 
two years old. Refused some years ago

attempted suicide by shooting himself in 
the mouth.

MR. LESLIE STEPHEN ON SUPER- 
FICIAL KNOWLEDGE.

more popularly understood as superfic ia l . 
They must resolve to have a thorough 
acquaintance with first principles and 
with leading methods of inquiry, however 
and through whatever description of 
knowledge they have cultivated the men- 
tal habit. Subject to such indispensable 
education, a student is, he thinks, free to 
flutter over a larger area, without tho 
same rigid regard to its direct bearing 
upon his essential mental condition. Mr. 
.Stephen considers that, when the well- 
trained mind has been secured, it is not 
only harmless, but useful to possess a 
superficial knowledge of very much wider 
.subjects. The pleasure of skimming ex- 
tended lields of know ledge is obvious to 
anyone on whom education has produced 
its natural effect of an awakening of 
intellectual curiosity. As Mr. Stephen 
points out, it may in its own way be edu- 
cationally important also. A general sur- 
vey is necessary to show the owner of the 
morsel of more specific knowledge re- 
quired for mental drill what is its proper 
place in tho huge structure, where it lits 
in, and how it looks from the out- 
side. If is an interesting essay ; 
but Mr. Stephen seems to use the 
term superficial rather vaguely. Super- 
ficiality in know ledge is hardly the merely 
relative expression which he accounts it. 
Knowledge, when amassed by the great 
pioneers, was not superficial, however 
slender the gross amount. They explored 
its foundations, which were not superficial 
then, and have not become superficial since 
because deeper shafts have been sunk and 
grander piles have been raised above. 
Even their original works, and the instru- 
ments and processes by which they ac- 
complished them, have seldom grown 
altogether obsolete. They do not strike 
fresh and more completely furnished ob- 
servers as superficial because they are in 
outline. A thoughtful disciple of induc- 
tive philosophy will always learn some- 
thing by studying, just as the authors left 
them, the researches of Newton, Bacon or 
Faraday. The masters of knowledge and 
and their knowledge itself can at no stage 
be fairly described as superficial. So long 
us a scientific mental attitude and system 
arc maintained, their followers, whether 
in Great Ormond street or elsewhere, are 
as little required to defend themselves or 
be defended, from the charge.

Detroit (Mich.) special: The book un- 
der the above title, written by Miss Cyn- 
thia L. Cleveland, who is said to beasec- 
cond cousin of the president, and which 
has just been suppressed by the courts, 
attacks in the most bitter way the reputa- 
tion of several of Michigan's foremost citi- 
zens. The story, which is totally devoid 
of dramatic interest, lias for its heroine 
Margaret Wayland, really the author. She 
is depicted as a strong-minded hut tender 
hearted girl, who is now a department 
clerk at Washington, and has passed 
through the stages of country store keep- 
er, temperance lecturer, and stump speak- 
er, to her reward under the administra- 
tion. Tho hero, or rather the villain, is no 
less a person than Gov. Swineford of Al- 
aska. The opening scene is laid in Pontiac 
this state, whore Margaret kept store and 
met O. M. Churchill (Gov. Swineford). 
Margaret, the author says, received the 
"ardent and voluntary attentions" of this 
man, being introduced by Mrs. Morgan 
(really Mrs. Lucy M. Leggett). Margaret 
returned his love until she learned that 
Churchill was hound to a Miss Dunning, 
now Gov. Swineford's wife. Finding her 
love was misplaced she left Pontiac and 
went to Dakota, where she practiced law 
and became president* of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union. She was 
unsuccessful and started to raise money 
for a college. This took her eastward, and 
she met Grover Cleveland. Using the Wo- 
man's Christian Temperance Union, she 
sent letters broadcast through the south. 
Not only did she write to the temperance 
people, but to thousands of leading Demo 
crats, urging the election of Mr. Cleve- 
land. Margart Wayland took no other 
part in the campaign until her cousin's 
private record was attacked, and then she 
made stump speeches during the rest of 
the . mipaign. After the election she went 
to Washington, where she obtained and 
std! h dds a position of clerk in the patent 
office. 

Col. Ralph Winston, a highly esteemed 
citizen, is also attacked in the book under 
the gauzy veil of another name, and the 
whole work is hitter, tierce mid vindictive. 
Miss Cynth E. Cleveland's life is identical 
with that of her heroine, except her des- 
cription of herself, which is entirely dif 
feroilt. Tile heroine, to use her own 
words, "is a willowy, graceful, dignified 
looking woman, who was looked upon as 
a regal beauty. " Miss Cleveland is tall, 
angular, unattractive and faded. Sim 
seemed to have a special spite against Mrs 
Electra Smith— really Miss Ella Tripp 
whom she makes the postmisst less of 
Sterling, 111. The book raised a Btnrui of 
indignation.

To Define the Width of Streets. 

Passed 12tli October, 1887 
Whereas. Il ia expedient to tlofliie the ivldlli 
of streets to bo horeafter takon ot or and main 
lainod bj t ho city of Victoria, i lioroforo 
ei k IT enacted by i hel 'ouncil of I lieeorportU ion 
of tho City of Victorin: 

1. "This by-law may be cited for all purposes 
as the street width by law. 1887." 

J. From and after the passage of this by law 
no street that shall be of less width than uixly 
feet from the line fence on either bUIo thereof 
slut! be accepted or maintained by the said 

city. 

3. It shall not hit lawful to dovolo any pari 
of tho city revenue in surveying, grading or 
graveling or in laying sidewalks along i lie line 
ol' any street nut already' accepted or taken 
over by a vote of this Council that shall hoof 
less width than sixty feel from the line fence 
on cither sido thereof. 

I. This by-law shall not apply to any street 
accepted or takon ovor by tho ellj n th date 
of the passing hereof.

By the actions of Mr. Muir 1 think his 
whole object is to endeavor to raise a 
feeling of dissatisfaction between the 
board and the teachers, I think also 
that the address from the teachers as 
well as the pupils was done because ii is 
the usual custom, not thai they bad any 
disrespect for the board of trustees, We 
know thai clergymen are frequently 
called upon to give letters of reconunei illa- 
tion, and many times they would rather 
not, but they do it with the object of 
helping him along, and with a promise 
that they will do bettei in the future, so 
it is granted. The same 1 take il was 
with the teachers; it is a custom, and 
they did it as such, not that they therein, 
endorse the cowardly conduct of Mr. Muir 
in bis letters in the daily papers. Ills 
whole object seems to be to try to bring 
the schools of our city into disgrace be- 
fore the eyes of the public. I would ask 
the chairman Was it not with the under- 
standing that Mr. Muir was to fill up his 

monthly reports he was .again allowed to 
enter the school. 

The Chairman: He was allowed to enter 
the school to lill out his reports, and no 
other object.

THE DUCHESS OF ARGYLK. 

The Crew of tlie Ill-Fated Vessel Rescued— 
ThoHUlp ii Total Wreck The 
Captain's Story. 

Captain H. Herd, of the Duchess of 
Argyle, came over from Port Townsend 
yesterday morning, and to a reporter of 
Tut: Colonist gave the following informa- 
tion: "We left San Francisco on Thurs- 
day, October 13th, bound for Burnrd 
Inlet for a cargo of lumber to Melbourne. 
The first two weeks of the voyage all 
went well, and they were particularly 
notable for light northwest, winds, which 
changed on the Kith to a terrific gale, 
which, however, moderated on the 20th. 
A fresh breeze hauled into the northeast 
that morning, and at 8 o'clock we sighted 
the Cape, the lands bearing north by 
northeast a distance of twenty miles. I M 
Saturday, the next day, the fug Pioneer 
from Townsend came alongside. I he 
ship got, the hawser aboard, and lowered 
the upper topsail down and clewed I he 
fore topsail up, and was jusl clewing I he 
main and Oliuzon lower topsails when the 
tug signalled the ship to slip the hawser, 
as the heavy seas were rolling, thus mak- 
ing her unmanageable for the fug. We 
were then fourteen miles outside the 
Cape, and 

A DKNHK too 
would rise at intervals, during which the 
bearings were taken. At 12 o'clock thai 
night a heavy gale came on from the east- 
ward, and the weather cleared. The ship 
dropped Flattery light, bearing east by 
south. The blow lasted for a few hours 
only. Un November 1st, at -I o'clock in 
the afternoon, the fog which had en- 
veloped the waters lifted, and Cape Flat- 
tery bore SE by S ;(S, distance three 
miles. Prom this lime til) daylight of 
last Thursday the weather was so thick 
that neither British or American shore 
was distinguishable. (hi Thursday, at 

3:15 o'clock, while the first officer, Mr 
W. Spurr, was in charge of the Bllip, 
scarcely a cable's length could lie 
discerned from the ship. All was quiet 
Ulltil suddenly the dreaded sounds of the 
breakers caught the hearing uf Hie OleW.

A few 
articles of clothing were saved. The 
Union .lack was hoisted upside down to 
the gall and the ship Indiana, bound for 
the Sound, was the first to discover the 
signal. She hove to and by 12 o'clock 
noon the crew of the Duchess of Angle 
were being cared for on the ship, which 
was taken in tow by the tug Blakely." 

The Duchess of Argyle went ashore 
seven miles south of Port San Juan ami 
about eight miles north of Boiiilla Point. 
It is expected that the next heavy blow 
w ill finish her. 

She wtis built at Stockton, Kngland, 
and launched in .Inly, 1874. Her owners 
were G. VV. Class and Hamilton, and she 
hails from Liverpool. She was i 
decker, 253.1 feet long, 41.1 beam and 
23.8 feet in depth. She was huih of 
iron and had heavy bulkhead compart 
ments. About a year ago the vessel was 
fitted up at an enormous cost and mod 
cruized to a great extent. Sin- .\as 
valued at £32,000. An insurance of 
about £18,000 is held on her.
